INDUSTRIAL DISPUTES, DECEMBER QUARTER 1967 AND YEAR 1967 


This bulletin contains statistics of industrial disputes involving a 
stoppage of work of ten man-days or more, for the quarter and the year ended 31 
December 1967. 


Table 1 shows a summary of disputes for Australia since 1954, tables 2 
and 3 the details of disputes in industry groups for each State and Australia, table 4 
a summary of disputes in each State in recent years, and tables 5 and 6 summaries for 
the Northern Territory and the Australian Capital Tarritory.
